Here is a new twist on the some- 
what familiar theme of men of 
medicine and their fight afcainst 
prejudice.

this class included men fiom all parts 
of the United SUtes and from Ha- 
waii, Alaska and Puerto Rico, ac- 
cording to Mr. Willis. 
•The FBI National Academy was 
created in 1935 to train police execu- 
tives and administrators. Mr. Willis 
emphasized the importance of this 
training at the present time, particu- 
larly in view of the internal security 
problems facing our nation. The 
graduates are expected to return to 
their own department and train their 
fellow officers in the scientific skills 
learned at the FBI National Acad- 
emy. 

The men in the current graduating 
class received tlieir training at Wash- 
ington, D. C, and at the FBI Acad- 
emy at Quantico, Va. Their course 
occupied 12 weeks and covered over 
100 subjects. Particular emphasis was 
given to courses on Ethics in Law 
Enforcement, Searches and Seizures, 
Evidence, Confessions, and Constitu- 
tional Law. 

The officers attending the National 
Academy Sessions are a select group. 
Each man must be designated by the 
head of his own law enforcement 
agency and is accepted by the FBI 
only after investigation. 

The faculty of«the FBI National 
Academy includes FBI instructors as 
well as outstanding specialists from 
outside the FBI in fields related to 
law enforcement. One week of the 
course is devoted to firearms training 
on FBI ranges. 

Some of the more important phases 
of the course include claftes on Police 
Organization and Administration, Po- 
lice Recoids, Selection of Penonfflel, 
Office Management, Preparation of 
Police Manuals, and Teaching Meth- 
ods and Public Speaking. 

Graduates of prior Sessions of the 
National Academy in this area in- 
clude: Chief Willie L. Burrow, Frank- 
lin Police Department; Lt. Waller R. 
Kennedy. Jr. and Chief Leroy Woody, 
Warwick County Police Department; 
Chief William F. Peach, Lt. Howard 
fcnjamin BlacknuNi, and Captain Wil- 
liam Bcverky Weaver, Newport News 
Police Department; Captain D. E.

record exists of a beach tree being 
struck — it is practically immune . . . 
Cut roses will last lon^r the lower 
they are taken from the plant. Roses 
whvh bloom from shoots low on the 
plant take longer to develop than do 
those from higher up — and the longer 
a rose takes to opin. the longer it 
will last as a cut flower! . . . Experi- 
ments reported in a recent home and 
garden publication show that African 
violets grow and bloom best when 
they are in an unobstructed east.win- 
dow which will provide good Kghts if 
you stretch a thin glass curtain be- 
tMeen your plants and the glass on 
sunny days. Plants in a south window 
need two or three thicknesses when 
the sun is bright. Light through a 
west window needs to be filter«l 
through two thicknes.ses in sonny 
weather. Growers who want to be ac- 
curate can check the best light with 
a photographer's light meter! ... If 
you plan to use the lew chemical Kri- 
lium to condition the soil in clay 
pots, be sure to treat the soil before 
you fill the pots, not after. When 
researchers tried to knock the plants 
from the pots, in recent experiments, 
they found they were cemented in as 
solidly as if they had been cast in 
concrete. Krilium opens up tight soils 
by pulling together the fine clay par- 
ticles to form grains of larger si/c. 
But when you apply it to soil in pots, 
the chemical combines just as effec- 
tively with clay particles half em- 
bedded in the porous clay. These arc 
so tightly locked into the pot that it 
is all but impossible to knock out thif 
root ball without breaking the, pots. 

DID YOU KNOW that some day 
gardeners may be able to buy a shirt 
or clothing that repels insects? Yes, 
reports from an .Armed Forces labo- 
ratory are that insect repellents de- 
veloped there proved effective against 
ticks, flies, mosquitoes, gnats, and 
possibly chiggers. The most promis- 
ing compound is called M-1960. An 
emulsifying agent is added so the 
mixture can be diluted with water 
for the treatment of cloth. So, here's 
to that old repellent shirt!

ANOMMNAIWE 
WHEREAS, the ftwrd at Super- 
viiors of Ihe County of Prineesi 
Anne, Virginia, did on the 13th day 
of June, 1952, appoint a Planning 
Commission for said County, in ac- 
cordonce with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 25 of Ihe Code of Virginia, I WO; 
and 

WHEREAS, said Planning Com- 
mission will proceed diligently in the 
fulfillment of its duties as prescribed 
by law, and in the course thereof 
will prepare maps of said County, 
make extensive studies of existing 
land use, population distribution, 
trends of development and other* fac- 
tors relating to the physical charac- 
teristics and Ihe desirable develop- 
ment of suid County, including care- 
ful consideration of the characteris- 
tics uf the various communities and 
neighborhoo«ls within the County and 
the suitability thereof for various 
uses, and will prepare a tentative 
zoning plan for said County, includ- 
ing maps showing the proposed boun- 
daries of various dislricte and the 
text of a proposed ordinance con- 
taining regulations >o he enforced in 
said districts. In Ihe course of the 
preparation of the zoning plan said 
Commission will consult with the 
Stale Division of Planning and Eco- 
nomic Development and with the 
planning officials of adjoining pitliti- 
cal subdivisions in order to aid said 
Commission in relating said zoning 
plan to a comprehensive plan for Ihe 
entire region of which said County 
is a part; and 

WHEREAS, said Planning Com- 
mission will hold Ihe hearing on said 
zoning plan which is required by law 
before submitting their proposed plan 
to the Board of Supervisors; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Super- 
visors has information that, and 
hereby finds that, during the time 
that will be required for the comple- 
tion of said report by said Planning 
Commission nrj for the considera- 
tion thereof by the Board of Super- 
visors, including the required public 
hearing thereon, with the required 
notices of such hearing, and prior to 
the effective date of an ordinance 
adopting said zoning plan, certain 
uses may be established in said Coun- 
ty in locations in which they would 
not be permitted under the provi* 
sions of said zoning plan, thereby 
impairing Ihe effectiveness and the 
comprehensiveness of said plan, and 
in which they would be detrimental 
to adjacent property and would 
thereby and otherwise 'be injurious 
to the welfare of their respective 
neighborhoods and of the County as 
a whole; now 

Therefore, in order <o prevent such 
detrimental results pending the adop- 
lion of said zoning plan by the Board 
of Supervisors and to protect the 
public health, safety, morals and 
general welfare. 

Be it ordained by Ihe Board of 
Supervisors of Princess Anne County, 
Virginia, as follows: 

SECTION I. DEFFNITIONS. For 
i.rw purp^ose of this ordinance certain 
terms arc herewith defined as fol- 
lows: 

A. "Street." A public right-of-way 
that is not an alley or that is not less 
than thirty (30) feet wide. 

B. "Building." Any structure hav- 
ing a roof supported by columns or 
by walls, including tents, lunch wag- 
ons, dining cars, trailers and similar 
structures whether stationary or 
movable. 

C. "Front Yards." The yard ex- 
tending across the entire width of Ihe 
lot between the main building, in- 
cluding covered porches, and the 
front lot line or, if an official future

SECTION 11. RECUI.ATKWS

fined except in keeping with the fol- 
lowing regulations: 

In any residence district no dwell- 
ing or group of dwellings %hall here- 
after be erected or altered fh provide 
less than 1.^,000 square feet of lot 
area and not less than 75 feel of lot 
width at its front for each dwelling, 
provided, however,, this shall not 
apply where the ownership of any 
lot makes it impractical to have an 
area and width as provided above 
and which lot shall have been plot- 
ted and duly recorded in a plat or 
deed prior to the passage of this 
ordinance. Aijd provided further, that 
in any community, section, subdivi- 
sion, lot, piece or parcel of land 
when a public or community water 
supply or sewer is available to and 
used in connection with a lot, piece 
or parcel of land no building shall 
be erected on a lot having a square 
fotil area of less than 9,000 feet and 
width of less than 60 feel at its front. 
And provided further, on any lot, 
piece, or parcel of land where there 
is provided a public or community 
water supply and a public sewer, no 
building shall be erected on any lot, 
piece or pared of land with the lot 
square area of less than 7,000 feet 
and a lot width of less than SO feet 
at its front. All such lots or plots 
shall front on or have ingress and 
egress, by means of a public right- 
of-way. 

In any residence district every 
residential' stnicture shall have a 
front yard thirty (30) feet in depth, 
provided .however, that where the 
adjoining lots on both sides are al- 
ready occupied by residences and 
their existing front yards are less 
than thirty (30) feet, the average 
depth shall determine Ihe front yard 
depth required; further, provided, 
that said front yard shall in no case 
be less than ten (10) feet. The mini- 
mum required width of each side 
yard shall be five (5) feet ,and the 
least sum of both side yards shall be 
twelve (12) feet. 

SECTION III. REGULATIONS 
FOR COMMERCIAL AND INDUS- 
TRIAL USES IN THE UNINCOR- 
PORATED AREA OF THE COUN- 
TY. Until a zoning plan for Ihe un- 
incorporated territory of the County 
of Princess Anne has been adopted 
by. ordinance of Ihe Board of Super- 
visors and until Ihe effective date of 
such ordinance it shall be unlawful 
to , locale, erect or construct any 
building or structure intended or 
designed for commercial or indus- 
trial purposes, or to alter a building 
or structure to be used for such pur- 
poses or to change the use of any 
building or land for such purposes, 
unless and until a permit has be^n 
secured from the Board of Super- 
visors. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance airports, airfields and other 
public-use landing areas; automobile 
graveyards: commercial amusement 
or recreation establishments, -includ- 
ing but not limited to, amusement or 
recreation clubs and establishments 
at which public dancing is pei'mittfd; 
and traifer courts are included in the 
definition of "Commercial and In- 
dustrial Uses." 

SECTION IV. PERMITS If the 
establishment of any of the fore- 
going uses does not require the erec- 
tion, construction,' reconstruction, en- 
largement, alteration or moving of 
any building or other structure, no 
permit shall be required hereunder, 
if prior to the time of the passage 
of this ordinance, such use has actu- 
ally been opened for business; if the 
establishment of any such use re- 
quires Ihe erection, constmction, re- 
construction, enlargement, alteration 
or moving of any building or other 
structure, no permit .hall be required 
hereunder, if, prior fo the lime of the 
passai»e of this' ordinance, work has 
actually been commenced by the fix- 
ing of substantial construction mate- 
rials in their permanent position!?, or 
by the completion of substantial exca- 
vation, or by the moving of a build- 
ing or other structure to its perma- 
nent positions; but a permit shall be 
required before any of the foregoing 
uses are open for business if no 
erection, construction, reconstruction,

Every appliea«ion' 
filed under the provisions of this I 
ordinance shall set forth full infor- 1 
maiion as to the nature and location 
of the use irf work covered by Mich 
application and shall be accompanied 
by a plot plan showing rtie location 
of the pr<vosed use and of any 
building or other structure which is 
involved, in relation to the property 
lines of the parcel of land on which 
such use » pn^osed to be establish- 
ed or such building w other struo- 
ture is or is proposed to be located, 
and in relation to the lines of the 
right-of-way of any acQaccnt street or 
highway and to any existing or pro-

SECTION Vi. FEES. Every ap- 
plication filed under th» provisions 
of this ordinance shall be accom- 
panied by a fee of $10.00 to defray 
the cost of advertising. 

SECTION VII. NON-CONFORM- 
ING USES. Any building, structure 
or use existing at the time of the 
enactment of this ordinance may be 
continued even though such building, 
structure or use does not conform 
with the provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION VIII. ENFORCEMENT. 
The Executive Secretary of this Board 
is hereby designated as the Agent of 
this Board for the purpose of en- 
forcement of the terms of this ordi- 
nance and he is hereby vested with 
all the powers of this Board enacted 
in meeting and by resolution. Such 
powers shall authorize him to Insti- 
tute proceedings to enjoin any viola- 
tion of this ordinance and he is here- 
by authorized to institute such pro- 
cdedings in the name of the Board 
of Supervisors of Princess Anne 
County. Virginia. The Executive Sec- 
retary is authorized, in his discretion, 
to employ a technical advisor when 
in his judgment the same is necessary 
to determine whether the proposed 
construction, conversion, erection or 
placement is within the terms of this 
ordinance, with the right of appeal 
fipm the decision of the Executive 
Secretary, by any person, to the Plan- 
ning Commission. 

SECTION IX. PENALTIES. It 
shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm, corporation partnership or as- 
sociation to establish or maintain any 
use or to erect, construct, reconstruct, 
enlarge, alter or move any building 
or other structure in violation of the 
piovisions of this ordinance, or to do 
any of the aforesaid things except in 
full compliance with the terms of any 
permit issued under the provisions of 
this ordinance. Any person, fiijm, 
corporation, partnership, or associa- 
tion who violates any of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall be deem-' 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not exceed- 
ing $50.00 and each day upon which 
any such violation shall continue 
shall constitute a separate offense. In 
addition to any other remedies pro- 
vid^ for in this ordinance, the Board 
of Supervisors may institute any ap-

Any vehicle used or con- 
structed for use as a conveyanfe upon 
highways, so designed .'<nd construct- 
ed as to permit occupancy thereof as 
a dwelling or sleeping place for one 
or more persons. 

b. Trailer camp. Any site, lot. field, 
or tract of land upon which is located 
one or more trailers, or which is held 
out for the location of cny trailers. 

c. Person. Every natural person, 
firm, corporation, or association. 

Section II. On an.l utter the effec- 
tive date of this ordinance, it shall 
be unlawful for any person to estab- 
lish, construct, erect, or operate in 
Princess Anne County any trailer 
camfi without first obtaining a permit 
as required in this ordinance and 
complying with all of the provisions 
of this ordinance and other duly en- 
acted ordinances of Princess Anne 
County. 

Section III: If shall be unlawful 
for any person to paik any trailer 
used for human habitation on any 
street, alley, or lane, on other public 
place In the County. 

Section IV: Trailer not in trailer 
camps. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to place, keep, or maintain for 
more than three (3) consecutive days 
any trailer used for human habitation 
upon any lot or parcel of land in the 
County, except in a trailer camp, un- 
less said trailer shall be equipped and 
provided with a supnlv of pure and 
wholesome water and unless said 
trailer shall ^^^^^ '' s-piTate connec- 
tion with a siinitary sewer, providing 
said trailer h located on a lot or par- 
cel of land abutting on a street In 
which there is a public sewer, and if 
not, then said ll-aller shall be pro- 
vided mh a method of sewage dis 
posal that conforms to the require- 
ments of the State Board of Health 
for dwellings located on premises not 
abutting on a public sewer.

The growth of raspberry canes and 
ripening of berries is taking place 
now— when moisture is often lack- 
ing. Aroian says thorough cuhiva- 
(ion is the most effective method of 
conserving moisluie. ^ulching mate- 
rials are excellent, too. and can take 
the place of cultivation. Spread four 
to six inches of bay. straw, or leaves 
between the rows. Be sure the mulch 
is free of weeds. For the firsl three 

ears it may be necessary to use 
rtiliier high in jiitrogen to replace 
rile nitrogen utod by organisms rot- 
ting the mulch.

The law gives the 
Highway Conmlssinn th« right to 
Issue revenue bond^ "for the oon- 
stroction of modem express or 
superhighways" as toll roa<h). 

Speed Umita fov trucks wfn be 
deereaeed five miles per hour; and 
the limit' for autoynoMles raised 
five miles per hour. The new 
i mlts wm be 45 for trucks and 
55 for automobiles. 

The 1952 G|eneral Assembly had 
ehloreement of the pew speed 
lawa m m^nd when the legislators 
authorlaed an itwrMse in the 
State police force and provided 
for additional penalties. 

A mandatory OO-day suspension 
al driver's Ucense was made tat 
the second offense of speeding 
w:t|Un 12 months, with permissive 
suspenslop for a lO-day pcwlod 
for the fhrt o^ense. The sua- 
pehalon of Ueinse applies in aones 
of 45 miles per hour or more. 

The law aMlnst dumping trash 
on ptiblic highways will be 
strengthened after Saturday. The 
old law makds it a miademtaitor. 
punishable by a heavy fine and/or 
a Jail sentence, to dump trash 
along the highways. The amended 
law makes it also a misdemeanor 
to throw or leave a bottle, a can 
or other sulMtance on the high- 
ways. The legislation ftirther re- 
quires any wrecker or any one 
Aoving a wrecked vehicle to re- 
move any glass or other debris 
at the scene of the accident f roto 
the highway. 

Cities and towns will benefit 
under an amendment which now 
allows the municipalities to use 
those State funds previously , re- 
served for maintenatioe to pay 
debts Incurred for street cotistrue- 
tion.

Pxatf seed should be kept under 
mild refrlgentlon until you are 
ready to idant It. Seed may be 
planted between the first of July 
and the middle of Septonber. We 
plant ours in Augtist. 

In preparing your seed lied, 
start with a layer of moss or f into 
gravel for drainage. On this layer 
put a mixture of equal parts of 
garden loam, peatmoss or leaf 
meld, and Vermilulite or sand. 
Level the surface and water It 
thoroughly. Put on a layer 1-4 
inch deep of vermlculite. 

Treat seed with copper oxide 
or Semesan. Plant seed sparing- 
ly in rows two inches apart. Cov- 
er by sifting on 1-8 inch of peat- 
moss and compost. You should be 
able to see a few uncovered seeds. 
Oently press down the surface 
with a block qf wood, and water 
lightly. Cover with coarse bur- 
lap, which may be placed directly 
on the ground. Water carefully, 
keeping the soil damp but not 
soaked. Seedlings should begin 
to appear in about 10 days. After 
tliey have come up generally over 
the surface, remove the burlap 
and sift on 1-4 inch of peattnoss.

In the ease 
of wilts, such as maple wilt, 
Dutch ebn disease, or oak wilt» 
It Is necessary to send smaU 
tengths of living diseased wood. 
Select green wood that shows dark 
discoloration underneath the bark. 
Dead wood is not suitable for 
making a proper diagnods. Usu- 
ally about six such small bran- 
ches, about one-half Inch In 
diameter and about six inches 
long, are enough.
